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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly clairning the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the truncated cone ends" in lines 2-3 of the claims. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 



Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Molstedt 
(3,409,542). 
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The Molstedt reference discloses a process of discharging and transferring upwardly 
fluidized particles from a dense fluidized layer forming section to an upper section having a 
diameter that is smaller than the dense fluidized layer forming section, wherein at least one 
intermediate cylindrical section is provided between the dense fluidized forming section and the 
upper section. See Figure and Column 5, lines 40-60. The reference discloses a process wherein 
the diameter of the intermediate section is 1/3 to 2/3 times that of the dense fluidized layer 
forming section and a process wherein the height of the intermediate section is 1 to 6 times the 
diameter thereof See Figure. The reference discloses a process wherein the intermediate section 
has truncated cone ends connected to said dense fluidized layer forming section and said upper 
section, respectively. See Figure and Column 4, lines 60-75. The reference discloses a process 
wherein the truncated cone end directly connected to said dense fluidized layer forming section 
has an elevated angle of 40 to 80. See Column 5, lines 40-55. The reference discloses a process 
wherein only one intermediate cylindrical section is provided. See Figure. 

The reference does not disclose a high velocity transferring section. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to utilize a high velocity transferring section because the reference discloses 
increasing velocity from the lower dense fluidizing layer forming section to the upper section. 
See Column 5, lines 40-55. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art does not disclose a process according to claim 1 wherein the average particle size of 
the fluidized particles is 30 to 90 micrometers, and the gas superficial speed for fluidization is 
0.3 to 1.2 m/s in said dense fluidizing layer forming section and 3 to 30 m/s in said high-velocity 
transferring section. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Suzukawa et al (USPN 3,735,498). The Suzukawa reference discloses a process for 
discharging and transferring upwardly fluidized particles from a dense fluidized layer forming 
section to an upper section wherein at least one intermediate cylindrical section is provided 
between the dense fluidized fomiing section and the upper section.
